3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-16, the prior art of record fails to teach of copying the fixed length user bit 
stream into a real time bit stream, determining what bit of the real time bit stream relates 
to a present time and determining whether to initiate transmission of a non-synchronous 
communication event. The closest reference, Haartsen (U.S. Patent Application Pub. 
No. 2002/0167961), teaches of a wireless transceiver device, comprising: memory for 
storing synchronous and non-synchronous events; and circuitry defining logic, but fails 
to fails to teach of copying the fixed length user bit stream into a real time bit stream. 
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determining what bit of the real time bit stream relates to a present time and determining 
whether to initiate transmission of a non-synchronous communication event.
